Back in 1971 when Zeppelin’s 
Sub Sandwich Shop was opened at 
2265 University Ave., submarine 
sandwiches were new to Green 
Bay. 

Sales were aimed at the college 
crowd. Not everyone was familiar 
with the giant sandwiches. Some 
people associated the sandwiches 
with a “hippie” crowd. 

Since then, the store has wid- 
ened its customer base. People of 
all ages, incomes and lifestyles now 
frequent the small shop where 
sourdough bread is filled with 
meat, cheese, lettuce, pickles and 
assorted accompaniments, 

The business is owned by Bette 
LaVigne, known as ‘Ma Zeppelin.” 

Two of her sons, Keith Heau- 
champ, 31, and Wesley “Kip” 
Beauchamp, 34, also are in the 
business full time. 

The shop was started by her son, 
the late Bran Beauchamp. 

“Brian started out to make 
Green Bay aware of the sub sand- 
wich,” Keith said. “We call our- 
selves Green Bay's original sub 
Sandwich shop.” 

Bette purchased the business 
from Brian 18 months after he 
started it. At that time, he opened 
another Zeppelin’s downtown at 
114 N. Adams St., which was later 
sold to the Shire. 

Brian died four years ago. 

Bette was a waitress at Prange's 
Terrace Room for six years before 
she bought the business. 

“When I was a little girl, any 
thing my mother cooked | made a 
sandwich out of, she said. 

When she took over the business, 
she ran it during the day. An em. 
ployee took over at night and there 
were a couple part timers. 

Now there are 10 employees, in- 
cluding family members. 

“The pace is fast — there 1s a lot 
of hustle. That’s what I tell people 
when they ask for a job,” Bette 
said. 

Over the years, they have gotten 
to know many of their customers 
and their tastes.

ing their sandwiches ahead of 
time,” Kip said. 

Over the years, Bette has resist- 
ed the temptation to construct ad- 
ditions to the building, which start- 
ed as a Tastee Freeze store. 

“It is small but it works,” Keith 
said, Instead of expanding, family 
members have put their resources 
into better and updated equip- 
ment, he said, 

They still buy from their original 
baker, Gus Emmel. From 100 to 


150 2-foot loaves of sourdough 
bread are used daily. A loaf pro- 
duces three large or four small 
sandwiches. 


Initially, all the subs were cold. 
About a year later, hot varieties 
were added, which are now a major 
part of the business. 

The family believes the store was 
also the first to sell tacos in Green 
Bay. They make hot sauce from 
their own recipe. A year ago, during 
an anniversary special, they sold 
2,800 tacos in two days. 

They have trademarked one 
sandwich, the Hindenberg — a

combination of steak, onions, 
mushrooms, green peppers and 
Genoa cheese. 

Beef is roasted on the premises. 
Except for pickles, all the slicing is 
done at the store. 

During the summer, they some- 
times hit the road. 

“] think we have carnival blood 
or something,” Bette said of the 
enjoyment they get out of selling 
their food at local fairs such as 
Green Bay’s Artstreet. 

Their booth is identified by a 16- 
foot blimp resembling the Hinden- 
berg floating above the crowd.
